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Two Cent 1922 - Type II

ral have had a number of 
requests from our read- 
ers for information on 
this second distinct type 
of the current design of 
2c stamp, so we are reprinting in 





— 


part from the article on this subject, 


written by Mr. H. M. Southgate 
and George W. Brett, in the May 
issue of Official publication of the 
Bureau Issues Association : 

“In the April, 1931, issue of the 
Bureau Specialist it was announced 
that a new die had been made for the 
current 2c stamp and that the first 
plates to be made from transfer rolls 
from this die had been assigned num- 
bers 19644-45. Collectors were re- 
quested to watch for these plates and 
to check for a new type. 

When the first stamps from these 
plates were available, a casual in- 
spection apparently indicated nothing 
suficiently important to warrant the 
classification of a new type. It is 
true the design stood out very clearly 
but this was attributed to the early 
impression from a new plate made 
from a new transfer roll from a new 
die. 

The original 2c type I, 1922 die 
number 686 was made from the 
design of C. A. Huston by trans- 
ferring the portrait from the 2c 1908 
die 427 and combining with a new 


frame, die 706. “The number 686 
was assigned July 26, 1922. ‘The 


engraving was done by Messrs. J. C. 
Benzing, Edward Myers and E. M. 
Hall. 

Die 427 was 
designs by C, A. 
portrait was engraved by M. W. 
Baldwin. The number was assigned 
September 29, 1908. According to 
King & Johl, from whose fine work 
these names are taken, the portrait 
was from a photograph of the Hou- 
don-Mt. Vernon bust. The photo- 
graph in the Bureau was apparently 
not taken from the Mt. Vernon orig- 
inal but from a copy as there are 
marked differences in the shoulders. 
The new die 706 was used for the 
frames of all values of the original 
series up to the 15c.

This Type | die made hundreds 
of impressions on transfer rolls, which 
in turn have entered all the 2c sub- 
jects of the current series for flat and 
rotary, 400—360—170 and 150 sub- 
ject plates. Thus, the original die 
has had a lot of use and. a new die 
being prepared gives us the Type II. 

This new die which is number 771 
was made by transfer by roll 1455 
which was from the Type I die 686. 
The new die was touched up, the 
working giving the differences mak- 
ing the Type II. The die number was 
assigned October 24, 1928. But one 
transfer roll 1512 was made from 
the new die which in turn entered 
six +00 subject plates numbers 19644- 
45 and 19744 to 47, inclusive, and 
nine 170 subject coil plates numbers 
19682 to 86 and 19748 to 51, inclu- 
sive. The 400 subject plates were 
certified between Nov. 30, 1928, and 
March 23, 1929; the coil plates be- 
tween February | and April 10, 1929. 
Normal printings were made from 
all of these plates, between Decem- 
ber, 1928, and May, 1930, all plates 
being cancelled by June 30, 1930. 


All 2c plates of higher numbers 
than 19751 have been made from 
transfer rolls from the original Type 
I die 686 and no further plates have 
been transferred by roll 1512. While 
this roll has not been canceled, it is 
not likely to be used again as the im- 
pression is perhaps considered too 
“strong.” 

While printings from the above 
listed plates were all shipped months 
ago, collectors should be on the look- 
out for these numbers as the late date 
of announcing a new type will result 
in relatively few being saved. As a 
clearly identifiable type every one 
who seeks completion will desire the 
variety. The opportunity to find this 
Type II coil in use should be good, 
but as far as I know only two num- 
bers, 19748, and 19749, have been so 
far reported. All of the sheet num- 
bers are known. 

If one watches for the sharp hair 
lines on the top of Washington’s 
head the type should be easily iden- 
tified with a little practice. 





Characteristics of die 771, Type 
Il as compared with the original die 
686, Type I. 

General: We have a lighter appear- 
ance. This is particularly noticeable 
in the head and the outside ladder 
effect, frame line, and boxed circles 
in the corners and would indicate 
that no wholesale touching-up of the 
transferred die was done (of the 
corners LL is lightest with UR next) 
—even so, it is the writer’s opinion 
that many lines have been gone over. 
It is also true that, were it not for 
four or five certain lines that were 
touched-up and enlarged, it is very 
likely that stamps produced from this 
die could not be considered of any 
real difference. So carefully was the 
cleaning up and making of the second 
die done that the writer is unable to 
state that any new lines (not on the 
first die) were added. Perhaps a 
slight segment may have been added 
here and there but nothing of con- 
sequence. 

Specific characteristics: These will be 
presented under two groupings, major 
and minor. It should be borne in 
mind, that in ascertaining these and 
the general characteristics, clearly 
printed stamps were used and that 
only those listed under the classifica- 
tion of major differences can be en- 
tirely leaned upon in a general run 
(of stamps). Those under the clas- 
sification of minor are fair but should 
only be taken lightly. 


Major Differences 


1. There is an area on die 771 at 
the top of the head towards the back 
where the lines have been deepened ; 
three lines towards the left are par- 
ticularly outstanding and constitute 
the most easily recognizable charac- 
teristic of the die. 

2. The curved line making up the 
left side of the left scroll has been 
deepened starting practically from 
the base at the side of the numeral 
and continuing up about half-way 
and making this line practically of 
even color. On die 686 the lower 
half of this line was rather faint 
and as a result this is another easily 
recognizable point for the new type. 
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3. The left scroll bounds one end 
ot the panel containing UNITED 
STATES POSTAGE and at the 
place where the outer white curved 
line of the panel meets the scroll 
on die 771, the outer line of the scroll 
has been touched-up. This particular 
segment on die 686 was a little weak 
and not very prominent so we again 
have a fairly good difference on die 
771 although it is not as good as the 
previous two. 

\inor Differences 

4+, Other the outlines 
of the scrolls were touched in making 
On the left scroll the 
under the circular end has 
been deepened. ‘The same has been 
done on the right scroll except that 
here the outer line has been deepened 
on around to the panel inclosing 
UNITED STATES POSTAGE. 

5. The upper side of the acanthus 
leaf in connection with the scrolls 
has been touched up on both left 
and right sides of the stamp, that 
on the right being the best. 

6. The LL corner is particularls 
‘The outside frame line where 
it comes to the corner thins down 
especially the horizontal one. The 
boxed circle, etc., in the immediate 
vicinity reflects this also. 

7. The head has been 
starting from a little above the tip 
of the nose on up to where the fore- 
head starts sloping back.

8. In general the front and back 
of the eyebrow has been deepened and 
also the eve itself and this combining 
with the lack of small detail tends to 
accentuate this part of the head. The 
non-appearance of some of the fainter 
dots results in a light spot at the left 
side of the eyeball, more noticeable 
than on die 686. 

9. The general lightness, due to 
the loss of small detail, is also ap- 
parent back of the nostril and down 
to the back of the mouth. There are 
approximately three curved vertical 
rows of dots in here but on the new 
die only the heavier middle row is 
much in evidence and it does not 
appear to run up quite as far as on 
the old die. 

10. On the ear a curved vertical 
line towards the front is more notice- 
able on die 771 and two of the short 
heavy horizontal crossing lines just 
in front of the tip are enlarged. It 
is very probable that other lines in 
the vicinity have been touched-up but 
these are the most evident.”

cent issues have been showing figures 
of from 350,000 to over 400,00 cov- 
ers sent out. 

The answer is simple and the fig- 
ures for the Anthony stamp tell a 
more true story than have past fig- 
ures. 

These figures more nearly repre- 
sent the actual demand for first day 
covers for collectors. Even these fig- | ®! 
ures carry a large number of covers 
that are not collectors covers and it 
is probable that somewhere between 
100,000 and 150,000 would best rep- 
resent the actual number of covers 
for collectors. 

When stamps are issued for the 
various states and first day cities are 
designated in these states there are 
invariably heavy mailings by stores, 
and civic bodies who take advantage 
of the advertising value of mailings 
under stamps used on the first day 
of their issue. Such things are not 
done with stamps having their first 
day sale at Washington, at least not 
to the extent that is done in the cities 
where such an issue is an event of a 
lifetime.

Mr. P. M. Weiss of the Queen 
City Stamp Company of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, has called our attention to a 
situation which will prove of great 
inconvenience and much: expense to 
the stamp collector and dealer unless 
there is a change of heart on the part 
of the people who are responsible for 
application of the ruling. 

For some time, we have all been 
familiar with the fact that articles 
manufactured in foreign countries 
must be marked ‘‘Made in Japan” 
or in the country of origin, what- 
ever that country may be. 

Mr. Weiss states that this ruling 


is now. being applied to postage 
stamps imported into this country, 


that he is told by Customs Officers 
that packets of stamps must each be 
marked, that a bundle of 100 stamps 
must be marked on the band enclos- 
ing the bundle. The ruling is be- 
lieved to state that the “container”’ 
must be marked. 

It is readily evident to any stamp 
man that this ruling if applied to 
postage stamps is both nonsensical 
and ridiculous. We know that the 
object of the ruling in the first place 
is to protect American made goods by 
marking the foreign made article so 
that the American buyer can be 
helped in selecting goods of home 
make. 

In the case of postage stamps, we 
all know that a Czechoslovakian 
stamp must come originally from that 
country, there is no reason for dis- 
crimination or for marking such a
